Board Of Trade President 
Advises Necessity For 
' Balanced Budgets • 

m. Heiuy Morgan, . BJ^.. 'is, Presl 
dent of the Montreal Board of Trede, 
addressed the radio audience oii 
"Economy in Government Expendi- 
ture," last night at 10.15, tlirough sta< 
tlon CKAC. In Introducing his siib- 
ject, Mr. Morgan stated' tlvat hé real 
ized how much had been said about it 
111 the P)-e.ss and iii pamphlets^ but 
that it Is a question that miBt be 
placed before the public. . » 

"We are; definitely on the rood to 
ffood times," said /the speaker, "but 
the speed we make may be/ materially 
accelerated or retarded by the auocess 
or failure of our Govemmej^te In the 
balancing of their budgets. I apply 
this remark to those of our Govern- 
ment/ Federal, Provincial or Munici- 
pal, which are, or at least seem^ to be 
making a serious, effort to ^ curtail ex- 
penditures. Some of these do: not even 
seem to be trying, and these of course, 
are definitely scattering tacka on the 
highway to prosperity." Mr.^ Morgan 
went on to show the futility. of . tiylng 
to brlng , these men to Justice, because 
of the fact that at the next election, 
when they come before a Jury — the 
voters — a large, number of whom are 
afready prejudiced in toefeJTavour by 
partlsanahlp, they TyllltjSSSpy' make 
most of us think tliat, instead of scat- 
tering tacks on tlic lilghway, they were 
strewing roses. . . 

' .;i.FIiiançes Uncertain 
A^yeu'-ago, the Caimâian Obamber 
of Commerce started a campaign to 
focus pubUc attention on the serious 
situation 'of the Dominion finances.

The- speaker stated that be 
felt -âïât- the Provincial Govehiment 
ooilld have applied economies that 
would have reduced the serious deficit 
of over six millions of dollars shown 
last year. . 

The City of Montreal showed a 
deficit of nearly two millions of dol- 
lars. "Our City Fathers are apparently 
afraid to grapple with the situation for 
Icar that jihey may not be re-elected 
in April next. Would that the major- 
ity of our City Council were big enough 
to do the right thing' while in office, 
even if it involved the loss of support 
of those short-sigiited voters who can- 
not recognize the necessity for' sound 
government." 

AU Pay Taxes

ure of tile voter who is not a property 
owner, to see that although not pay- 
iiig direct taxes; he nevertheless is a«

College Poll Shows 
Pacifism Favoured 



Three Quarters Of American 
Students Opposed To 

. War :'. 



Data upon an interesting poll, con- 
ducted by the National Student Fed- 
eraiUcQ among 32,865 students, la 71 
colleges and universities. In the Uni- 
ted States, reveals some startling, in- 
formation on pacifism which we be- 
lieve will prove of interest to our 
readers. The following represent some 
of the more .importanb developments: 

Thirty-nine >per cent of the students 
voting that they would never take vp 
arms in any war that may be waged 
In itità future. 

Thhrty-three per cent, while pro- 
fesshig pacifism, were found wilUng.to 
bear arms, only in the case of * de- 
fence of the United States. 
' Twenty-eight per cent voted the 
straight mllltiaty ticket In which they 
pledged themselves willing to partici- 
pate in any war in ^hlcdi the United 
States might partloipate. . 

This extensive poll shows that 72 per 
cent of students in the United States 
are pacifists while only 28 per cent 
are militarists. It is Interesting to 
note, however,, that evei^ student at- 
tending Norwioh University, North- 
field, Vt., voted to fight for his coun-
